NHS trust to face 
charges over care 
home stabbing

CHARGES are being brought against an 
NHS trust and care home owner in 
relation to the murder and attempted 
murder of two carers by a mental health 
patient. 

Kathleen Bainbridge died after being 
stabbed at Abacus Nursing Home in 
Princes Street, Dunstable, in August 
2007, while colleague Barbara Hill was 
also attacked during the same incident 
but survived. 

Following a trial at Luton Crown Court 
in April 2009, a jury found Stephen Flatt 
- who was a resident at the home at the 
time - to be responsible for killing 
58-year-old Ms Bainbridge and for 
trying to murder Ms Hill. 

Flatt, then 55, had been deemed unfit 
to enter a plea and was detained indefi¬ 
nitely under the Criminal Procedures 
Insanity Act 1964. 

Now Hertfordshire NHS Foundation 
Trust, which placed Flatt in care at the 
nursing home, is being prosecuted as an 
employer by watchdog Health & Safety 
Executive (HSE) for allegedly contraven¬ 
ing health and safety regulations in that 
it failed to ensure the safety of Ms 
Bainbridge, who lived in North DriftWay, 
Luton, and Ms Hill. 


Central Bedfordshire Council is also 
prosecuting the owner of the care 
home, Chelvanayagam Menna, of 
Periwinkle Lane, Dunstable, in relation 
to three counts of contravening health 
and safety regulations in that he failed 
to ensure the safety of Ms Bainbridge 
and Ms Hill. 

Central Beds Cllr Ian Dalgarno said: 
“We have investigated the arrangements 
in place at Abacus House and their ade¬ 
quacy with regard to the health and safe¬ 
ty of other residents and staff at the time 
of the incident. Legal proceedings are at 
their earliest stage.” 


In a statement HSE said: ‘There was a 
joint investigation into this incident 
between HSE, Bedfordshire Police and 
Central Beds. 

‘HSE’s investigation focussed on the 
actions of the Trust in placing the 
assailant at Abacus House. Final deci¬ 
sions on legal action have not yet been 
made.’ 

A Herts NHS Trust spokesman said: 
“We are not able to comment on any 
matters due to the case being sub 
judice.” 

Abacus Nursing Home is no longer 
operational. 



Governor and former 
parish councillor pleads 
guilty to theft from school 


A FUNDRAISER is facing jail after she stole hundreds of 
pounds from the primary school where she was a governor. 

Former parish councillor Tracey Burgess, 43, took £660 
from Slip End Lower School when she was covering as 
office manager there between July and November last year. 

When the manager returned from sick leave, it was 
discovered that cash - which had been paid by parents for 
school trips, uniforms and other activities for the children - 
had gone missing and had not been banked. 

Burgess, of Ross Way, Slip End, was sacked following an 
investigation by Central Bedfordshire Council and on 
Wednesday pleaded guilty to theft at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court. 

She had helped set up Slip End Youth Centre in 2007 and 
became a councillor for Slip End Parish Council. She was 
also part of Friends of Slip End Lower School, which raises 
funds for the school. 

Burgess will be sentenced on November 11, but District 
Judge Carolyn Mellanby told her:“You could face a custodial 
sentence as you were in a position of trust.” 

In Central Beds’ response to questions asked by Luton on 
Sunday as to when Burgess was fired, spokesman David 
Petrie said: “The information you are looking for is held by 
the school. 

“Unfortunately the school is closed for half term this 
week so I have been unable to get a response.”

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Teen changes story on how 
her unborn baby was killed

A TEENAGER whose baby died 
when she was seven months preg¬ 
nant told police her boyfriend 
punched her in the stomach to 
hurt the unborn child. 

Samantha Chase, then 17, said 
she was ‘angry’ with Brian 
Woodbridge, 19, after the couple 
had a row, and told police he 
punched her outside The Mall 
Luton before stealing her bag and 
snatching a pound from her hand, 
Snaresbrook Crown Court heard. 

But Miss Chase, who at the time 
lived at the family home of Mr 
Woodbridge at Heswall Court in 
Bailey Street, Luton, has since 
changed her story and claimed she 
was never assaulted by him. 

The jury heard she may have hurt 


herself tripping over a curb or even 
punched herself in the stomach on 
the morning of November 22, 2010. 

A passer-by called police and 
paramedics at 8.45am when he saw 
Miss Chase in distress near The 
Mall shouting ‘leave me, leave me,’ 
it was said. 

She was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital when ambu¬ 
lance workers noticed a red mark 
on the lower right side of her belly. 

Her condition went quickly down¬ 
hill and her baby was declared dead 
at about 7pm. 

A post-mortem revealed the little 
boy, who was named Taylor, had 
died from oxygen deprivation after 
Miss Chase suffered a tear to the 
lining of her womb. 

Mr Woodbridge, who was arrested 
at 10.45am that morning, has 
denied punching his partner. 


Paul Spreadborough, defending, 
said Miss Chase had thought her 
Ties’ would get her boyfriend ‘in a 
bit of trouble and he’d spend a few 
days in the cells’. 

He said: “You also told us that 
you’d punched yourself and you felt 
terrible and didn’t want anyone to 
know. 

“You told lies on these occasions 
to hurt Brian and because you did¬ 
n’t want to get in trouble yourself. 

“Sometimes it was because you 
thought it was the best way to get 
yourself out of a situation you’d got 
yourself into.” 

Giving evidence, Miss Chase 
claimed to have thrown a handful 
of money at Mr Woodbridge and 
lied when she said he stole it from 
her. 

Allegations he shouted ‘you don’t 
care about me, you only care about 


the baby’ were also made up, she 
said. 

But fan Hayne, prosecuting, said 
the teenager had told the truth dur¬ 
ing her first interview with police. 

She said: ‘The prosecution case is 
that the placental abruption 
occurred as a result of Mr 
Woodbridge hitting Miss Chase.’ 

At the time of the alleged incident, 
the couple had been together just 
under four months and Miss Chase 
had been living at Woodbridge’s 
family home. 

She had fallen pregnant by a pre¬ 
vious partner but the defendant 
had agreed to stay with her. 

Mr Woodbridge denied child 
destruction and alternative charges 
of causing grievous bodily harm 
with intent and wounding. 

He also denied robbing Miss Chase. 

The trial continues. 


Security firm used unlicensed guard 


THE DIRECTOR and operations 
manager of a security firm 
have been ordered to pay more 
than £8,400 for using an unli¬ 
censed guard and then lying 
about it. 

Ahmad Jaber, 46, was the direc¬ 
tor of AJ Security Consultancy 
Limited, based in Old Bedford 
Road, Luton, and Charles White 
was its operations manager. 

The firm supplied guards to 
sites in the Luton area and in 
London. 

In December 2010, a man was 
detected working without an 
Security Industry Authority 
(SIA) licence at a demolition site 
in Kensington. When questioned 
by the SIA, he claimed he was an 
unpaid volunteer. 

The SIA launched a formal 
investigation and found he had 
completed 684 hours of paid 
work as a security guard for AJ 
Security Consultancy without a 
licence. 

When Jaber and White, 53, were 
contacted by the SIA, they 
provided no information about 
the site and gave false state¬ 
ments to try to cover up the true 


nature of the work being carried 
out. At Luton Magistrates’ Court 
on Monday, Jaber, of Westlecote 
Gardens, Luton, pleaded guilty 
to one offence of supplying an 
unlicensed security guard, two 
counts of failing to provide infor¬ 
mation and two counts of pro¬ 
viding false information to the 
SIA. 

He was fined £2,920 for the five 
offences and was ordered to pay 
SIA costs of £2,000 and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

White, of Redgrave Gardens, 
Luton, pleaded guilty to one 
count of supplying an unli¬ 
censed security guard, one 
count of failing to provide infor¬ 
mation and two counts of pro¬ 
viding false information to the 
SIA. 

He was fined £1,470 for the four 
offences and was ordered to pay 
SIA costs of £2,000 and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Jaber and White’s SIA licences 
have both been suspended, and 
are in the process of being 
revoked so that they will not be 
able to work in the security 
industry.

Teachers protest over pensions 


TEACHERS travelled to West¬ 
minster to urge their MPs to 
reverse proposed changes to their 
pension scheme. 

National Union of Teachers Luton 
secretary Dave Mingay joined 3,000 
others outside Parliament on 
Wednesday to lobby for the scrap¬ 
ping of reforms which include rais¬ 
ing the state pension age from 65 to 
68 . 

Members from seven different 
unions presented schools minister 
Nick Gibb with a petition signed by 
more than 155,000 colleagues. 

Mr Mingay said: “It is pleasing 
that both Luton MPs are supportive 
of teachers and value their contri¬ 
bution to society. 

“This lobby is the Government’s 
last chance to listen to teachers 
before widespread strike action on 
November 30. 

“The Government is asking 
teachers to pay more, work longer 
and get less by saying their pen¬ 
sions are unaffordable.” 

Luton South Labour MP Gavin 
Shuker said: “The Government is 
pursuing a race to the bottom on

pensions. The biggest myth of 
all is that teachers’ pensions are 
gold plated and I will continue to 
support teachers in parliament and 
at home in Luton.”

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Judge suspends jail sentence for knifeman 


A MAN who wielded a six-inch knife 
when confronting youths has been 
spared jail. 

Gabor Kovacs, 50, was outside a row of 
shops in Hockwell Ring, Luton, when he 
noticed some teenagers spitting at 
people and on the floor, Luton 
Magistrates’ Court heard on Wednesday. 

He told them to stop but an argument 
broke out, and one of them said he was 
going to get his dad to ‘sort him out’. 

Kovacs went to his home in Acworth 
Crescent and picked up a knife before 
returning to speak to the father in ques¬ 


tion, who told him his son was ‘mentally 
disabled’. 

Kovacs then threw the blade to the 
ground and went to leave, prosecutor 
Joy Gir said. 

But as he did so, the group began to 
attack him and he was punched and 
kicked on the ground. 

When police turned up he told them 
where the knife was. 

Mrs Gir said: “When he was being 
transferred to the police station he told 
police, ‘I have to protect myself’.” 

Kovacs pleaded guilty to possession of 


a bladed article in a public place. 
District Judge Carolyn Mellanby said: 
“Some people might say I should send 
you to prison immediately for 20 weeks 
but I think that would not be reasonable.” 

Suspending a 20-week jail sentence for 
12 months, District Judge Mellanby said 
she believed Kovacs regretted the inci¬ 
dent, did not use the knife and it was 
down to his admissions of what hap¬ 
pened that it came to court. 

He was also ordered to pay £85 costs 
and ordered for the knife to be 
destroyed. 


Date set for former 
MP’s expenses trial

MARGARET Moran will stand trial next 
year over allegations she fiddled her 
expenses to the tune of around £80,000. 

The 56-year-old, who represented 
Luton South for 13 years until 2010, is 
alleged to have made several dubious 
claims including £22,500 to treat dry rot 
at a home in Southampton, more than 
100 miles from her constituency. 

The ex-Labour Party member is also 
said to have repeatedly ‘flipped’ her des¬ 
ignated second home, making claims for 
properties in London, Luton and 
Southampton over a four-year period. 

Ms Moran, who was barred from stand¬ 
ing for Labour and stood down at last 
year’s General Election, is said to have 
claimed £4,756 for replacement kitchen 
units and £14,805 for emergency heating 
and conservatory repairs as well. 

In total, she faces 15 charges of false 
accounting and six of using a false 
instrument, which relate to her allegedly 
submitting forged invoices, dating from 
between November 2004 and August 
2008. 

Ms Moran did not appear before Mr 
Justice Cooke at Southwark Crown Court 
at her hearing on Friday, but in her 


absence the judge set a provisional trial 
date for April 18, 2012. 

When Ms Moran appeared before City 
of Westminster Magistrates’ Court last 
month, she wept in the dock throughout 
the brief hearing, speaking only to con¬ 


firm her name. Ms Moran, of Ivy Road, St 
Denys, Southampton, is the fifth Labour 
MP to face prosecution over the expens¬ 
es scandal and Director of Public 
Prosecutions Kier Starmer has said she 
will be the last to stand trial.

A TRADE union anti-cuts public 
meeting is being held in 
conjunction with the 
anniversary of a protest march. 

It will be 75 years since the 
Jarrow Marchers hit the streets 
for London and tomorrow a 
group will pass through Luton 
as part of their recreation of the 


330-mile 1936 procession to 
highlight record levels of youth 
unemployment. 

Luton Trade Union Council 
members will join them at 
Toddington Road as they walk 
to the centre of the town, 
arriving at 4.30pm in St 
George’s Square. 


At 7pm the trade union will 
hold an anti-cuts gathering 
at Judith Blake Lecture 
Theatre at the University of 
Bedfordshire’s Park Square 
campus. 

Speakers will include Peter 
Kavanagh, of Unite and the 
Jarrow Marchers. 


Biker banned after 
ride clocks 130mph

A MOTORCYCLIST caught doing 
130mph - 60mph over the legal 
speed limit - has been banned 
from driving for 42 days. 

Robert Porter, of Sundon Park 
Road, Luton, was spotted by 
police riding his black Aprilia 
northbound on the dual carriage¬ 
way of the A6 near Barton-le-Clay. 

The 32-year-old, who works as a 
lorry driver, was going so fast the 
handheld laser device used to 
detect his speed was unable to 
pick up his registration number. 

Porter, who pleaded guilty to the 
speeding offence at Luton 


Magistrates’ Court on Monday, 
immediately admitted to police 
officers that it was him when they 
followed him home and knocked 
on his door. 

Mr Jackson, defending, said: 
“The sensation of speed is not 
what you expect from a normal 
car or bike on a race bike. 

“What I can tell you is that as a 
result of this he has disposed of 
the motorcycle that he was 
riding.” 

Magistrates were told their 
guidelines for sentencing only go 
up to offences of llOmph. 

As well as his six week driving 
ban, Porter was fined £200 and 
ordered to pay costs of £75 and a 


£15 victim surcharge. He was also 
banned from driving for six 
weeks. 

MaryAmos-Cole, of Kingsmead, 
Edlesborough, lost her motor¬ 
cyclist son Richard in 2004 when 
he was killed in a crash in Heath 
and Reach. 

She said: “I am disappointed 
that someone would do this and 
give bikers a bad name. 

“He could have killed someone, 
killed himself. 

“Was it worth it? 

“It risks his job, his financial 
status, risking killing someone, 
going to court and getting bad 
publicity for bikers. 

“Is it worth it? I think not.”

Coroner opens inquest into worker’s ladder death fall 


AN inquest has been opened into 
the death of a contractor who 
fell from a ladder. 

Tony Bolt, 60, was carrying out 
refurbishment work to the 
exterior of Yorkshire Bank in 


George Street, Luton, on October 
19 when he suffered serious 
injuries to his neck in the fall. 

After a post-mortem the 
coroner said the cause of death 
was ‘fall with traumatic injury to 


neck’. A date for the inquest has 
yet to be set. 

The Health and Safety 
Executive is investigating. Police 
said there are no suspicious 
circumstances. 


loggers bow 
digital switch

A COURT has waved goodbye to 
its loggers after they were made 
redundant - with their roles 
being taken over by machines. 

Ten men and women have tape 
recorded thousands of cases since 
Luton Crown Court, in Market 
Hill, opened 20 years ago. 

But new digital equipment has 
been installed in each of the six 
court rooms to do their jobs 
instead. 

Loggers played an important 
role in court, recording hearings 
and making transcripts available. 
Cases couldn’t go ahead without a 
logger being present. 

It was their job to listen to and 
record tales of murder, greed, 
cunning and downright wicked¬ 
ness. But their time is now at an 
end. 

Logger Ann Purdy said: “It’s very 
sad and it marks the end of an era. 


All of us have enjoyed working 
here.” 

Colleague Margaret Malone 
said: “It’s been so interesting, at 
times even shocking. 

“We are all sad to be leaving and 
we will miss the court staff 
enormously.” 


Barrister Will Noble said: “It is a 
shame. They have become part of 
the fabric of court.” 

Judge Jeffrey Burke added: 
“They will be missed. It’s always a 
shame to see people replaced by 
machines. We all feel very sad 
they are going.”

Turn2us for some help 

SIR - As we head into the winter 
months, sharply rising fuel bills play 
on many minds and the prospect of 
an additional expense seems almost 
too much to bear at a time of such 
immense financial pressure. 

And it is so often the vulnerable 
who find themselves facing the 
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councillor’s Bushwood stance 


Questioning 

SIR -1 am now coming to the 
conclusion that Central 
Bedfordshire executive councillor 
Richard Stay has a troubling 
infatuation and unhealthy 
obsession with the Bushwood 
development proposal. 

Last week’s letter was not what I 
would have expected from 
someone in his position and I 
would like to explain why. 

The main point to make is that 
he is 100 per cent wrong in his 
statement that the developers 
have not been in touch with 
Central Beds. 

The Friends of Bushwood 
committee is aware of 
communications last month - 
Cllr Stay is obviously not as well 
informed as he thinks and it is 
good to know that officers are 
getting on with their job without 
him. 

The Localism Bill and the 
National Planning Policy 
Framework are still being debated 
in Parliament and have not yet 
become policy. 

Understandably developers up 
and down the country will be 
reluctant to submit any planning 
applications until there is some 
firm legislation to work to. 

Under these circumstances I do 
not foresee a planning 
application from the developers 
behind the A5-M1 Link Road, nor 
Bushwood, nor many other 
proposals across the country. 

This is regrettable because the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
George Osborne, has gone on 
record to state that the 
construction industry is a priority 
to our economic growth. 

However, unless local executive 
decision makers like Cllr Stay 
start to assess the options based 
upon the planning credentials 
without being politically 
motivated, then towns like Luton 
and Dunstable will continue to 
suffer. 

I first became aware of the 


most extreme conditions at this 
time of year, including the nation’s 
six million carers. 

More than nine in ten carers sur¬ 
veyed recently by Turn2us have 
concerns about how they are 
going to manage to pay growing 
fuel bills through the coldest 
months. 

The research also reveals the dis¬ 
turbing fact that more than half of 
carers are not claiming carers’ 
allowance, and one in five are not 
claiming any benefits at all. 

This is the case despite the fact 
that carers offer an unpaid contri¬ 
bution of £119 billion every year to 
the UK’s economy. 

In these increasingly difficult 
times, it is more important than

Although the A5-M1 Link Road 
has positives, the negative is that 
it will take people away from the 
town. 

This particular road will only 
make it easier for people to get to 
Milton Keynes more quickly than 
they already can. 


ever to ensure that everyone, 
especially those who need help the 
most, are aware of their potential 
entitlement to welfare benefits.

This could be the final nail in the 
coffin for all small local 
businesses. 

What Dunstable has always 
needed is a north-south bypass. 

In regards to Bushwood I left the 
evening optimistic, impressed 
and soon became a fully-fledged 
‘Friend of Bushwood’. 

Since then I have watched with 
interest the progress of the West 
of Luton development and as it 
has become more prominent so 
have Cllr Stay’s negative 
statements. 

As a previous deputy leader and 
now executive member for 
external affairs, he has a duty to 
leave behind his NIMBY stance 
and look at what is best for 
Central Beds residents. 

In his executive position, it is not 
acceptable to say no to a privately 
funded development that is in his 
backyard and yes to one to the 
north of Luton that is dependent 
on half a billion pounds of public 
funding just for the road. 

It is not acceptable for him to 
dismiss this opportunity for a 
possible 6,000 long-term jobs and 
probably double that in short 
term construction jobs at 
Bushwood, when the alternatives 
are more logistic led and much 
fewer in number. 

It is not acceptable to dismiss 
what could be the only credible 
regeneration and economic 
growth option for Dunstable and 
support alternatives that would 
drive the nail in the coffin of local 
small businesses. 

Cllr Stay has this responsibility 
to the wider community and if he 
fails to accept his duties and 
continues to be an obsessed, 
infatuated NIMBY, then he 
seriously has to reconsider his 
position as an executive member 
at Central Beds and as a 
Conservative.

The website also has a grants 
search database giving access to 
more than 3,000 charitable funds, 
including those giving grants to 
fund re-training, a return into edu¬ 
cation or to help pay bills and liv¬ 
ing expenses. 


We know that people are often 
reluctant to turn to charities or 
claim benefits - even when times 
are tough - but we hope people are 
able to see past the perceived stig¬ 
ma and access the help available. 

It isn’t just ‘vulnerable’ house¬ 
holds who are being hit hard by the 
current economic climate, but fam¬ 
ilies who never, ever expected to 
face financial difficulty are strug¬ 
gling to make ends meet too.

Concentrate on Syria 

SIR - In a brave and important move 
that has been as yet barely acknowl¬ 
edged in the Press in this country, 
the Libyan Transitional National 
Council a few days ago shut the 
Syrian embassy in Tripoli, and 
recognised the Syrian National 
Council (which has recently unified 
virtually all the non-violent anti- 
Assad Syrian Opposition behind its 
banner) as the government-in-wait¬ 
ing of Syria. 

This is an exciting development, an 
intelligent move which ought to be 
copied by Britain. 

For one of the things that the 
Syrian protesters now most want 
(they mostly don’t want foreign mili¬ 
tary intervention) is precisely this - 
serious diplomatic sanctions against 
Syria, to de-legitimise the Assad 
regime in the eyes of the world. 

Let’s close the Syrian embassy in 
Britain (unless it is prepared to 
declare ‘UDI’ from its capital, as 
some Libyan embassies did during 
the uprising there), and recognise 
the SNC as the only legitimate gov¬ 
ernment of Syria. 

Assad doesn’t govern Syria any 
more. He merely tries (and mostly, 
due to the extraordinary bravery of 
the bulk of the people, fails) to ter¬ 
rorise it. 

Imposing such diplomatic sanc¬ 
tions on Syria is the least that this 
country can do, to back up the hero¬ 
ic Syrian democracy protesters.

Big saving to be made in 
streamlining government 


T HIS government is keen on 
cutting expenditure, 
especially where they see 
waste. Luckily I can help them. 

There is a large area of waste 
within the Government itself. 

It is called the Government. 
There are currently more than 
100 MPs who are part of David 
Cameron’s Government, which 
makes up almost one third of 
the Conservative and Lib Dem 
MPs.

Phantoms, ghouls, 


LUTON’S eerie past stems from 
its ‘nimble-fingered citizens’ 
of the 17th century, according 
to the Haunted Places of 
Bedfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire. 

Travellers passing through on 
their way to and from London 
often stopped in the town’s inns 
and taverns and, all too often 
they left with less money than 
they had when they arrived. 

So the authorities set up a 
gallows next to the main road 
(now the A6) on Galley Hill, 
between the north of the town 
and Streatley, on which were 
hanged any offenders sent to the 
scaffold for theft or violence. 

Luton magistrates ordered that 
the bodies of executed criminals 
should be soaked in tar for three 
days before being bound in 
chains and hoisted on to the 
gibbet, to ensure the bodies 
would swing in the wind for 
months before they rotted to 
serve as a deterrent. 

After a fierce storm one night, 
a bolt of lightning hit the gibbet, 
and the shape of a huge black 
dog emerged, prancing around 
flames for hours until the fire 
died down. 

The apparition then howled 
with a terrifying piercing voice, 
leapt on to the ashes and van¬ 
ished. From then onwards, 
travellers would find themselves 
confronted by the most 
enormous black hound, which 
was said to have glowing red 
eyes and a sinister growl. 


DID you know there used to be a gallows by the A6 
in north Luton? Or maybe you were unaware that two 
ghosts frequent a church in Kensworth? With it being 
Halloween tomorrow, LUISTRACCIA studied Rupert 
Matthews’ Haunted Places of Bedfordshire and Bucking¬ 
hamshire to find out where in the south of the county you 
can find black dog apparitions and headless phantoms...

It was said that wise travellers 
turned back, while unwise ones 
were not heard of again. 

IN Kensworth, from the rear of 
the churchyard of St Mary the 
Virgin, in Church End, a stile 
gives access to a grassy field fre¬ 
quented by two ghosts. 

Both walk towards the church, 


but only one of them gets there. 
The one that remains in the field 
is an old woman who wears a 
most peculiar hat, which is said 
to be black with a low crown sur¬ 
rounded by a brim that has four 
corners, which was unusual for 
the time. 

This ghost ‘witch’ walks down 
the path from the woods, but

when she reaches the stile into 
the churchyard she stops abrupt¬ 
ly and waves a fist at the church 
in anger from being forbidden to 
enter into holy precincts. 

The second phantom, a young 
milkmaid, is headless - her neck 
has been sliced clean through. 

She does make her way into the 
churchyard and, according to the 
book, ‘this would appear to be 
one of those instances where a 
most startling ghost has no real 
story to explain it’. 

Yet she persistently walks her 
route down from the hills and 
into the churchyard. The mystery 
is why? 

Haunted Places of Bedfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire is divided 
into four sections, covering the 
north and the south parts of both 
counties, with each one yielding 
up its fair share of ghosts, phan¬ 
toms, spectres and poltergeists. 

Other locations in south 
Bedfordshire which are ‘haunted’ 
include The Cork and Bull Pub in 
Cumberland Street, Luton, where 
the Grey Lady of Luton walks 
back and forth. 

There is also a common - locat¬ 
ed behind a clock tower war 
memorial in the village of 
Studham, near Dunstable Downs 
- that is haunted. 



A phantom of a short, bearded 
man dressed in a suit regularly 
approaches walkers on the com¬ 
mon to ask them questions.

Gun-toting robbers 
hold up family in car

ARMED robbers forced a car car¬ 
rying a couple and their six-year- 
old to stop before threatening 
them with guns. 

The family, from Dunstable, 
were driving along Harefield 
Road, Luton, when a man stepped 
out into the road making them 
stop. 

Two other men then got in to the 
back seat of the car and threat¬ 
ened the 30-year old-driver and 
his wife with what appeared to be 
hand guns before hitting them 
both over the head. 

They then took an Apple iPad 
together with a brown wallet con¬ 
taining personal documentation 


and cash before leaving. Detective 
Constable Surfraz Hussain, inves¬ 
tigating, is keen to trace anyone 
who saw the robbery or noticed 
the victim’s blue Toyota Prius in 
the street. 

He said: “The couple had their 
six-year-old in the back of the 
vehicle at the time of this incident 
and they were all completely trau¬ 
matised by what happened. 

“Although gun crime is low in 
our county it is a concern that 
these people chose to put this 
family including a small child, in 
such a dangerous and frightening 
position. 

“I would appeal to anyone who 
can help identify those responsi¬ 
ble for this crime or anyone who 
saw the car stop in Harefield Road 


to come forward and help with 
this investigation.” 

The first robber is described as 
being of Asian appearance, aged 
about 20,5ft 5ins tall with a medi¬ 
um build. He wore a black hooded 
top. 

The second is described as 
white, aged about 25, 6ft tall with 
a medium build, white blonde 
spiky hair and blonde eyebrows. 
He wore a black hooded top. 

The third is described as 6ft tall 
and wearing a large black coat 
and a black turtle neck top.

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In debt worker 
stole from firm

A WOMAN stole more than 
£2,500 from the loan company 
she worked for to combat her 
mounting debts. 

Teresa Peart, 44, was working 
for Shopacheck in Upper 
George Street, Luton, when she 
took the money intended for 
customers, Luton Magistrates’ 
Court heard. 

The single mother-of-two, 
of Hockwell Ring, was confront¬ 
ed by employers and admitted 
to police that she had taken a 
total of £2,530 from the firm 
between May 2010 until April 
this year. Shopacheck provides a 


loan service to customers who 
pay back in weekly instalments. 
Peart was an agent for the 
company and her role was to 
obtain money from customers 
and also to deliver money to 
them. 

On occasions she had failed to 
deliver cash to customers. 

Prosecutor Joy Gir said: “When 
arrested she was interviewed 
and she did make admissions 
for taking the money as she was 
suffering from severe financial 
difficulties.” 

She said that Peart had taken 
money to pay for her rent and 
intended to pay it back but was 
unable to do so. 

In her defence, Sandra Hill 
said: “This wasn’t a case of 


someone stealing out of greed to 
fund a lavish lifestyle. She was 
about to be evicted from her 
home and had very little sup¬ 
port from her family and 
friends. 

“The situation escalated until 
ultimately she was confronted 
by her employers and was short¬ 
ly thereafter arrested. 

“She only last week was 
moved to live in a hotel room 
having been evicted and has 
been put into temporary hous¬ 
ing.” 

On Monday, Peart pleaded 
guilty to theft by employee and 
magistrates requested a pre¬ 
sentence report to be undertak¬ 
en before she is sentenced on 
November 11.

Teenager pleads 
guilty to taking 
his mother’s car

A TEENAGER stole his mum’s car keys 
as she slept and then took the motor 
out for a joyride. 

Shurmarkie Shields, of Wentworth 
Avenue, Luton, sneaked into his mother’s 
room to take the keys to her Toyota 
Yaris before handing them to a friend 
who drove it on the night of September 
24. 

Police spotted the car along Marsh 
Road with no lights on, before it sped 
off. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Wednesday, prosecutor Joy Gir said offi¬ 
cers were following the Yaris at 40mph in 
a 30mph zone, before it came to a stop in 
the Hockwell Ring area. 

Shields, 18, ran off but was arrested. He 
pleaded guilty to taking a motor vehicle 
without the owner’s consent. 

Gemma Barnes, defending, said: “He 
took his mother’s keys and allowed his 
friend to drive the vehicle. He ran away 
because the situation had escalated due 
to his friend’s poor driving. 


“He panicked and ran away. It was a 
spur of the moment thing and there was 
no planning but he does regret his deci¬ 
sion.” 

Ms Barnes said his mother, who was 
present at court, was ‘disappointed and 
upset’ and has warned him of the possi¬ 
ble impact his crime could have had. 

District Judge Carolyn Mellanby said: 
“You were 18 in March yet you are still 
behaving like an irresponsible kid. I am 
sure your mum has punished you as 
much as I can and I hope she has. 

“You breached her trust taking her car 
like that. 

“I am not going to fine you as I am 
sure your mum will pay for it which 
seems a bit ridiculous. Buy back the 
trust from your mum and the court and 
stay out of trouble.” 

She banned him from driving for six 
months and ordered him to pay £85 
costs. 

Shields was also given a conditional 
discharge for 12 months. 

The friend who was caught driving the 
car was given a youth referral order at 
an earlier hearing. He cannot be named 
for legal reasons.

Hatters recover 
after conceding 
shock early goal

AARON O’CONNOR was on target twice as Luton Town 
cruised into the first round proper of the FA Cup with a 
comfortable victory over Isthmian League Premier 
Division outfit Hendon at Kenilworth Road. 

Gary McCann’s side had briefly threatened an upset 
after taking an early lead, but the Blue Square Bet 
Premier promotion contenders swifdy snuffed out those 
hopes, with man-of-the-match O’Connor capping 
another impressive performance with a double to crush 
the dreams of Hendon’s 193 loyal followers who made 
the trip from North London. 

Luton’s victory was slightly overshadowed by an early 
injury to lames Dance who, it later transpired, had to be 
taken to hospital suffering concussion after a clash of 
heads in the first half. Yet there was some good news on 
the injury front, with Charlie Henry making his first team 
debut as a second-half substitute after over a year out 
through injury 

The Greens, after a somewhat nomadic existence fol¬ 
lowing their departure from Claremont Road, currently 
make their home at Vale Farm, the home ofWembley FC 
and just over two miles as the crow flies from the 
famous venue of the same name that will host the con¬ 
clusion of this year’s tournament for the 77th time on 
May 5 next year. And while their FA Cup runs have never 
eclipsed that of 1974 where they took Newcastle United 
to a third round replay, Hendon have been visitors to 
Wembley Stadium on no less than five occasions in the 
old FA Amateur Cup, carrying off the trophy three times. 

They were bidding to reach the first round proper for 
the 28th time in their history, where last year they exit¬ 
ed at the hands of Chelmsford City and would have felt 
they were in with a chance of doing so when they 
stunned the Hatters by taking a fifth minute lead. 

Luton, featuring five changes to the side that beat 
Grimsby Town last Friday, had been doing all the early 
pressing and forced two corners within the first two 
minutes, the second of which skipper-for-the-day 
famie Hand headed just over. However, a clumsy foul by 
Dean Beckwith on Elliott Charles gave Hendon a free 
kick. 

Scott Cousins curled it into the box and the 
unmarked Carl McCluskey rose to head the part- 
timers ahead. They may well have sensed an upset 
was on the cards, yet it took just two minutes for Town 
to level things up, with O’Connor coolly slotting home 
a penalty after Beckwith had been tripped by James 
Parker inside the area. 

The hosts then went ahead in the 12th minute when 
Curtis Osano crossed for Dance to score with a bullet 
header from six yards. A mid-air collision with Kevin 
Maclaren while scoring the goal left him lying on the 
ground though, bringing a premature end to his after¬ 
noon as he was stretchered off. 

It could well have been 3-1 to the Hatters five min¬ 
utes later had Stuart Fleetwood, loitering in an offside 
position, not decided to put a final touch on 
O’Connor’s goal-bound shot. The striker then went 
close from a 19th-minute free kick, forcing Greens 
keeper Sean Thomas into a good save low to his left. 

The third Luton goal did arrive in the 25th minute 
when Thomas fumbled Osano’s fiercely hit low drive 
from just outside the box and Tommy Wright capi¬ 
talised on the error to head over the sprawling keeper 
for his second goal in as many starts for the club. 

Hendon’s task was then made harder when Casey 
Maclaren was forced off due to injury. Two minutes 
later John Paul Kissock drilled over a curling strike 
from an angle ten yards out, but the rest of the half 



provided little in the way of opportunities for either 
side with the Hatters firmly in control of proceedings. 
Hendon came close to pulling one back inside the 
opening two minutes of the second period after Parker 
fired just wide from eight yards with an acrobatic 
effort. 

Their hopes of mounting a comeback were effective¬ 
ly killed off in the 62nd minute, with Kevin Maclaren 
being sent for an early bath after picking up his second 
yellow for an ill-judged tackle on Kissock. 

Two goals in two minutes broke Hendon’s resolve 
once and for all. First Jake Howells played a perfectly 
weighted through ball to Fleetwood, who beat the off¬ 
side trap and rounded Thomas before scoring. Then 
straight from the restart a defensive lapse allowed in 
O’Connor for his second of the afternoon. 

That was the way it stayed until the end as the 
Hatters secured their place in the bag for today’s 
lunchtime draw. A potential tie against the likes of the 
Sheffield clubs, Preston North End or even a return to 
Charlton Athletic await as the Football League sides 
enter the competition.
